Professional cooks recognize this 
•nd frequently introduce a lilt ol 
preserved fish of some sort Into 
their hors d'oeuvres to .give zeal 
to the concoction. 


Fish may be preserved in sev- 


eral ways; salted, smoked, in oil, 
and In a weak vinegar solution. 


These types of fish should be 


used more frequently than they 
are, for they'are* always available 
and not expensive. Cod and mack- 
erel are the commonest, but any 
large flsh can be "salted down." 
Salt shad is delicious but not gen- 
erally obtainable on the market. 
Salmon salted In a brine is very 
good 
and usually easy to 
find. 


Smoked salmon is a particularly 
delectable variety. 


Any smoked fish can bo substi- 


tuted for Hie salmon in the cas- 
serole dish.

One and one-half pounds smok- 


ed salmon, 4 small onions, 1 cup.

tablespoons butter, 1-2 cup milk, 
1 1-2 cups dried bread crumbs.
